PLAGUE-PREVENTION WORK. 

A CASE OF PLAGUE IN CALIFORNIA. 

A case of plague occurred at Oakland, Cal., August 9, in the person 
of a native Californian, aged 16 years. The infection was received 
at Pinol Canon, Contra Costa County, Cal. 

INFECTED GROUND SQUIRRELS. 

During the week ended August 5, 1911, the finding of 18 plague- 
infected ground squirrels was reported in California as follows: In 
Contra Costa County, July 14, at Hittell ranch, 3 miles south of Pinole, 
1 squirrel; July 18, at J. Costa ranch, 3 miles northeast of Pinole, 
3 squirrels, and at Fernandez, 1 mile south of Pinole, 1 squirrel; 
July 19, at Peoples' Water Co. land, 1 squirrel; July 24, at Freitas 
ranch, 4 miles east of Pinole, 1 squirrel ; July 25, at Fassler ranch, 2 
miles east of Pinole, 1 squirrel ; and July 26, at Fassler ranch, 1 squir- 
rel, and at Peoples' Water Co. land, 2 J miles north of Stege, 1 squirrel; 
July 29, at Peoples' Water Co. land, 2 \ miles north of Stege, 1 squir- 
rel; July 31, 1 squirrel, and August 3, 1 squirrel; July 28, at Keller 
ranch, 2\ miles east of Stege, 1 squirrel; July 28, at Mason Field 
ranch, 2| miles northeast of Stege, 1 squirrel, and Mason ranch, 3£ 
miles northeast of Stege, 1 squirrel, and August 3, 1 squirrel ; July 29, 
at Buckley ranch, 4 miles east of Berkeley, 1 squirrel. 

DISTRIBUTION OF POISON. 

In connection with the making of a squirrel-free zone around the 
cities of California on San Francisco Bay, 3,341 acres of land in 
Alameda County and 1,015 acres in Contra Costa County were 
covered with poison during the week ended August 5, 1911. 

During the same period 115 acres of land in Merced County and 90 
acres in San Benito County were covered with poison for the purpose 
of eradicating plague foci.
